VILLAGERS waking up to sacks of 
urine and human excrement left by 
lorry drivers who park overnight in 
lay-bys on the A2 have said enough is 
enough. 

Complaints from residents in Boughton and 
villages around Faversham and Canterbury have 
prompted Swale council leader Andrew Bowles to 
come up with a radical solution to the problem. 

He said: “The drivers are parking in these lay¬ 
bys all night where there are no facilities, so 
in the morning residents find some really 
unpleasant things in front of their gardens, some¬ 
times on the wrong side of the wall.” 

Mr Bowles has suggested a lorry park for the 
area around Brenley Comer - the roundabout 
which signals the start of the M2 and a major 
junction for traffic heading to Faversham or 
Canterbury - with proper facilities, where drivers 
can park up without irritating householders. 

He envisages a large parking area that would 
service lorries by night and commuters by day, 
solving another problem plaguing villagers 
around the A2. 

Mr Bowles said: “The other problem is com¬ 
muters parking in residential streets, which is a 
problem everywhere. For a long time it was a big 
issue in Sittingboume and Faversham where 
people would park in residential streets all day to 
get the train. 

“But with the increase in car sharing - which of 
course is something we should encourage - it’s 
affecting mral areas too. People commuting to 
London or Ebbsfleet or wherever else they may 
be going are parking in the villages then all get¬ 
ting in one car to save petrol. 

“All the other cars are left in the villages all day,

Huge scale 
of benefits 
fraudsters

BENEFIT cheats drained 
more than £295,000 of tax¬ 
payers’ money from council 
coffers fast year. 

The shocking statistic comes a 
week after Yourswale launched a 
campaign to stop fraudsters taking 
money from your pockets which 
could go to the community. 

We have teamed up with Swale 
council to expose the dishonest who 
plague society in a crackdown called 
Your Money - Your Loss!. 

As part of the drive we are asking 
our readers to help root out the ben¬ 
efit cheats who claim money they do 
not deserve. 

Figures released by Swale council 
show the cash was swindled by 46 
fraudsters, who submitted false claims 
during the 2007/08 financial year. 

A dozen were prosecuted, receiv¬ 
ing a variety of community punish¬ 
ment orders. 

Eighteen offenders accepted 
administrative penalties - a fine 
amounting to 30 per cent of the over¬ 
paid benefits they received - and the 
remaining 16 were handed cautions. 

Their details will be held on a cen¬ 
tral government database and may 
be cited if they commit any similar 
offences in the next five years. 


The £295,000 conned out of your 
welfare system came in housing ben¬ 
efit, council tax benefit, income sup¬ 
port and job seekers allowance. 

Swale council’s benefits manager 
Nick Saunders said: “We hope 
Yourswale’s campaign is successful 
as it’s all about making benefit fraud 
public and getting people to do the 
right thing - giving information 
about people who they believe are 
committing an offence. 

‘We will then carry out a detailed 
investigation, using a number of 
avenues to obtain background infor¬ 
mation, and if we secure sufficient 
evidence, bring the offender to court. 

“As well as this punitive action we 
will actively seek to recover the sums 
that have been overpaid. 

“Initially we will seek to negotiate 
repayment with the fraudster. If they 
fail to make arrangements with us 
we will use county court judgements, 
which may impact on their ability to 
obtain future credit arrangements. 

‘We will back this up with enforce¬ 
ment by bailiffs and the county sheriff.” 

Mr Saunders said it was hard to 
put an exact figure on the drain of 
our cash as it is not know how many 
people are getting away with false 
claims, but his team was dedicated to 
weeding out the fraudsters.

which is irritating for local residents. 

“Of course we could put double yellow 
lines down all the village streets, but 
that would probably disadvantage the 
villagers as much as the commuters.” 

Mr Bowles has discussed the plan 
with Kent County Council member 
for transport Keith Ferrin, who has 
asked council highways officers to do 
an initial feasibility study. 

Mr Bowles would like to see a pub¬ 
lic meeting bringing together Swale 
and Canterbury councils, as well as 
KCC, police and local residents, by 
early June. 

He said: “This is not going to hap¬ 
pen overnight and I’m not saying it’s 
definitely the solution. What I am say¬ 
ing is there is a problem affecting local 
residents and we need to start think¬ 
ing imaginatively about a solution.”

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Landlords' fear of 
last chance saloon 


MP protests 
overtax hikes 
levied on beer

THE rocketing cost of a pint of beer 
has prompted pub landlords in 
Faversham to call on their MP for 
help amid fears the recent Budget 
price hike could force them out of 
business. 

And with poor weather and the smoking ban 
also hitting the bottom line, it is feared many 
pubs face troubled times ahead. 

Faversham MP Hugh Robertson says he has 
received a number of letters from publicans 
expressing their concerns and is backing their 
fight for survival while opposing the 
Government’s decision. 

Landlord of the White Lion in Selling, Gary 
Payne said: “Along with the smoking ban, the 
increase in beer duty will definitely have an 
impact on local pubs.

“It will be gradual and it is an ongoing issue. 
It will be a few months before we see the effects 
but it is certainly going to be a contributing fac¬ 
tor to a lot of pubs who will have to sell up.” 

Francis Williamson, manager of the Anchor 
Inn in Abbey Street, said: “This time of year is 
hard due to bad weather, so we have not felt the 
force of the increase on its own. 

“However, if it does keep rising it will take its 
toll. At the moment, no-one is coming in, or if 
they are, they looking at the price and walking 
out.” 

It has been bad timing too for local brewery 
Shepherd Neame, which has just announced a 
2.3 per cent downturn in profits. 

The company describes the current situation 
as “extremely challenging” and says it sees no 
immediate solution easing its woes over the 
coming months. 


Blame is directed at both the smoking ban 
and last year’s miserable summer which com¬ 
bined to put people off visiting their local. 

Chief executive Jonathan Neame said: ‘We 
believe the current difficult trading conditions 
will persist throughout 2008.” 

National figures indicate that 27 pubs are 
closing across the country each day. 

Motivated by local complaints and the objec¬ 
tions of Shepherd Neame, Mr Robertson wrote 
a letter to the Chancellor before the Budget was 
announced. 

Mr Robertson said: “I am desperately disap¬ 
pointed that he has ignored the representations 
made by me and other MPs with breweries in 
their constituencies.” 

He suggested the increases should have target¬ 
ed binge drinkers and the duty on alcopops and 
high strength lagers should have been raised. 


Jobs are lost as 
fruit firm shuts 

AT LEAST 100 jobs have been lost after 
Faversham fruit packaging firm Fruit 
First ceased trading last month. 

The state-of-the-art facility has closed 
less than a year after it first opened. 

Marketing and distribution company 
Worldwide Fruit, a shareholder in the 
business, announced the closure of the 
facility on Friday, March 14. 

Chief executive Robert Balicki said the 
closure was due to “cost overruns” and “all 
sorts of problems with the machinery”. 

In a statement Worldwide Fruit said: 
“Fruit First regrets it is ceasing to trade. 
As the largest creditor, Worldwide Fruit 
had worked closely with the other share¬ 
holders in the business and potential out¬ 
side investors to try to find a way forward. 

“Sadly we found the expectations of 
the other parties to be far in advance of 
what we believed to be realistic. Our pro¬ 
posals that would have saved the busi¬ 
ness were rejected, leaving us with no 
option but to serve a winding up petition 
upon Fruit First.” 

Worldwide Fruit was one of the share¬ 
holders which put about £7m into the firm.

POLICE are baffled by a mysteri¬ 
ous tree heist in which more than 
250 saplings were stolen from a 
tree farm on the outskirts of 
Faversham. 

They are calling for witnesses 
who may have seen the bizarre 
crime, which occurred between 
3pm on Monday, March 24 and 
7.30am the following morning. 

A police spokesman said: “I’m 
afraid we have no idea why some¬ 
one has stolen the trees but clearly 
if anyone is offered these type of 
trees, we would urge them to con¬ 
tact us.” 

While Special Branch are unlike¬ 
ly to be called in, police are keen for 
people to leaf through their memo¬ 
ry banks in search of possible clues 
to root out the thieves. 

The trees were beech saplings 
and each between two and three 
feet high. A vehicle was used to 
transport the trees from Gaskains 
Ltd at Norham Farm in Selling.

UNLIKE many seven-week-old 
babies, little Tiya is generally quiet 
and well behaved - just don’t put 
her on her back to change her 
nappy 

As the latest addition to Howlett’s 43-strong 
gorilla house, Tiya is being hand-reared by 
keepers Donna Honey and Ingrid Nasby after 
being rejected by her mother Tamki. 

While she is so small, Tiya requires practical¬ 
ly around the clock care, with the two dedicat¬ 
ed keepers working three to four day shifts to 
look after her. 

Miss Honey said: “She is very similar to a 
human baby. She has quickly worked out what 
she can get away with and how to get attention. 
There are some differences though. You would 
never lay a gorilla baby on its back to change its 
nappy as you would a human baby. 

“In the wild they are used to gripping on to

their mother and if they have nothing to grip 
onto they get upset. And being on their back 
means to them they have been abandoned, and 
they have to cry for help. 

“When we’re with her we try to act like goril¬ 
las as much as possible. We make gorilla vocal¬ 
isations - reassuring grunts, and coughs to dis¬ 
cipline her instead of saying no - and wherever 
possible we try to walk around on all fours. 

Socialising 

‘We don’t want her to get confused as to what 
she is. Socialisation with other gorillas obvious¬ 
ly helps a great deal, but we try to help as much 
as we can. 

“It gets embarrassing sometimes when I’m 
out and make gorilla noises at people because I 
think I’m still at work.” 

Keepers even sleep with Tiya - named after 


the African village in Gabon - who spends the 
night in a plastic box lined with blankets. 

During the day she stays in the gorilla house 
with two older cousins, Kouki and Oudiki, both 
aged about two, although she is too small to 
play with them yet. 

Tiya was bom at Port Lympne Wild Animal 
Park and will be raised at its sister park - 
Bekesboume’s Howletts. But it is hoped she 
will one day return to her natural home in 
Gabon. 

Keepers intend to reintroduce her, together 
with Kouki and Oudiki, to a protected park 
encompassing thousands of acres of central 
Africa when all three are old enough and ready 
to face the wild. 

Howletts’ unique reintroduction programme 
is vital to the survival of Western Lowland 
Gorillas like Tiya. With fewer than 10,000 ani¬ 
mals left in the wild the species will be extinct 
by 2020 if their numbers continue to decline at 
the present rate.

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What is your professional background? 

A I started out in radio first - I’d got the taste 
for it at Warwick University - and after 
leaving, while working for a small company in 
Essex calibrating hydrometers and viscome¬ 
ters (I really needed some cash...), I found out 
one of the girls in the lab was best friends with 
the news editor at Essex FM. 

I then made sure I was at a party they were 
going to and kept plying him with lager until 
he agreed to give me a week’s work experience. 
That was probably my best ever investment. 

After being a trainee radio reporter at Essex 
for a year, and six months at The New Leicester 
Sound, I landed a job with BBC Radio Kent, 
reading news bulletins and reporting. 

After seven good years there, which included 
presenting the drive-time programme, I 
moved over to TV. 


Q 


I What does your job entail? 


A lt depends which hat I’m wearing at the 
time. I am a reporter and presenter for 
BBC South East Today, the BBC’s regional tel¬ 
evision news programme for Kent. 

I also work as a video journalist - which 
means I film and edit my own pieces. There 
have been days when I have filmed and edited 
a story, and then presented the news pro¬ 
gramme as well! 

The great thing about it is that I have almost 
complete editorial control over my stories. 


Q What are your favourite aspects in terms of working in 
the South East? 

A I love working where I five. I’ve been in Kent 
for over 12 years and have no desire to leave. 
I play hockey for Gillingham Anchorians and 
am captaining the 3rd XI this year. I keep my 
boat on the Medway - yacht rather than motor- 
boat - and love getting out on the river during 
the week when sometimes you can be the only 
person out there. It is fantastically relaxing and 
invigorating when you have a good day. And 
having been around here for a while, I’ve gotten 
to know a lot of people - and people quite often 
recognise me, which is very nice. 

Q How good is the area news-wise when compared to 
other parts of the country? 

A We have everything here within such a 
compact area - right next to London, right 
next to the Continent - lots of farmland in the 
Garden of England, a huge coastline, ancient 
castles, and rural communities alongside built 
up areas like Medway. The only thing we’re 
lacking is a Premiership football team. Once 
the Gills are in the top flight, I don’t think you 
could find a better news patch anywhere. 

Q What qualifications/skills are needed to get into your 
job? 

A I have a degree in history and a postgradu¬ 
ate diploma in broadcast journalism - and 
neither are necessary to get a job as reporter or 
presenter in TV. The most important thing is, 
can you tell a story? Can you communicate 


with people? It doesn’t matter how academical¬ 
ly gifted you are, if you can’t get the gist of a 
complex issue down into a comprehensible 
news item and tell that story in less than two 
minutes, then you can’t do the job. 


Q 


Is your job rewarding? 


A Immensely. There are occasions when you 
know that by highlighting an issue on TV, 
it can really make a difference to people’s lives. 

Reports on South East Today led to a govern¬ 
ment review into hospital cleanliness - that is 
something that makes a real difference to 
thousands of people. 


Q 


What's been the highlight in your career? 


A Presenting the main programme on South 
East Today fulfils an ambition in its own 
right. As a youngster in the 70s I used to watch 
Nationwide and always wanted to be a news¬ 
reader on the telly. I also wanted to be the per¬ 
son to say “This is the Ten O’clock News from 
the BBC....” - and I’ve done that as well. 

What have you got planned for the future? 

A This summer I am hoping to sail right 
around the British Isles and raise money 
for Leukaemia Research. The plan is to get 
round in about three weeks and stop off in 
Newcastle, Aberdeen, Belfast and Plymouth 
on the way.

HAND hygiene is vital if a zero 
tolerance approach to superbugs is 
to be achieved, a Conservative 
frontbencher has said. 

Greg Clark, the MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
said he was delighted to back KOS Media’s 
Clean, Safe, Healthy campaign to combat 
healthcare-acquired infections in Kent. 

He said: “Never has there been so much con¬ 
cern about infection in our hospital wards and 
never again will we have such a great oppor¬ 
tunity locally to take lasting action against 
killer diseases such as Clostridium difficile 
and MRSA.” 

Mr Clark has joined KOS Media, publisher 
of this paper, and NHS trusts across the coun¬ 
ty, in the campaign to raise awareness and 
show that everyone can help NHS staff in 
their fight against infections simply by wash¬ 
ing their hands with soap and water regular¬ 
ly, and using the alcogel provided in hospitals. 

The shadow minister for the Cabinet Office 
said health secretary Alan Johnson’s 
announcement in Parliament last week that 
approval had been given for a new Private 
Finance Initiative hospital in west Kent was 
tremendous news. 

“This state-of-the-art hospital will catapult 
local hospital facilities into the 21st century,

while the single-roomed accommodation - 
replacing the often cramped and unsuitable 
conditions in our hospitals at present - will 
perhaps provide the greatest advance against 
infection that it is possible to take,” he said. 

Mr Clark praised work undertaken so far at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust’s 
Maidstone, and Kent and Sussex, hospitals in 
the wake of the damning Healthcare 
Commission report into two outbreaks of 
C diff that killed 90 patients. 

“Action in the aftermath of the C diff 
tragedy has also been impressive. New direc¬ 
tor of infection prevention and control Dr 
Sara Mumford and her team have made sig¬ 


nificant advances, and I am delighted to see 
the improvements already being made in 
reducing infection rates. 

“But we must not be complacent,” he said. 
“General cleanliness - washing hands before 
visiting hospitals and using the alcohol hand¬ 
wash - is essential if the ‘zero tolerance’ of 
infection that I and others have called for is to 
become a reality. 

‘We all have a responsibility in hospital to 
ensure that infection is not spread.” 

He added: “I congratulate KOS Media on 
this campaign and urge everyone to be Clean, 
Safe and Healthy as we look forward to a new 
era of hospital services in the county.” 


Abuse of NHS 
staff will not 
be tolerated 

A BID to reduce abuse of NHS staff has been 
launched after shocking statistics showed 
1,870 workers in Kent have been physically 
assaulted by patients in the last three years. 

“Your Choice of Treatment” targets people 
who are abusive to health professionals with 
a clear message - if you choose to assault 
NHS staff, you will face prosecution and pos¬ 
sibly prison. 

It is backed by health providers, the county 
council and the police, as well as players and 
officials from Gillingham FC. Adverts will 
soon be carrying the message. 

Assaults are often carried out by individuals 
under the influence of alcohol or drugs, but 
this makes no difference to how they are 
treated by the courts. 

Richard Hampton, director of the NHS 
Security Management Service, which is run¬ 
ning the campaign, said: “Anecdotally we 
know those who assault our staff are often 
drunk or under the influence of drugs. 

“This is no defence for such behaviour. The 
choice is yours - whether you are frustrated, 
drunk or on drugs, you will be held account¬ 
able for your actions. You could end up before 
the courts or in prison.” 

The campaign is part of a national bid to 
crack down on the problem, which has seen a 
marked increase in recent years. 

Graham Gibbens, of Kent County Council, 
said: We are all taking a stand against the 
abuse of NHS staff and raising the profile of 
this issue in a united way. Abuse of NHS staff 
must stop.” 

Groups most at risk include accident and 
emergency staff, paramedics and ambulance 
drivers. 

Supt Peter Wedlake added: “All reported 
assaults are taken seriously by police and we 
will ensure anyone who commits this crime is 
dealt with and brought before the courts. This 
can ultimately lead to a prison sentence. 

“Although we realise people are often in 
stressful situations within hospital environ¬ 
ments, this is no excuse or reason to vent their 
frustration or upset staff who are there to help 
them.”

IWADE Community Primary 
School is heading in the right 
direction, according to Ofsted 
inspectors. 

The mixed Sittingboume school was given 
a ‘satisfactory’ rating across the board by the 
three-man inspection team, however their 
in-depth report said the building blocks were 
in place for progress. 

The inspectors paid tribute to headteacher 
Katrina Ware, her staff, 298 pupils and par¬ 
ents in helping transform the school’s for¬ 
tunes since it became formally federated 
with Bobbing School in September last year. 

In terms of overall effectiveness, the report 
found Iwade to be “recovering well from a 
period of significant disruption in leadership 
and staff, and is benefiting from the newly- 
formed federation. 

“The headteacher’s leadership skills are 
evident in the way she has promoted very 
effective teamwork across the two schools to 
identify and disseminate effective practice. 

“The reversal in the standards and pupils’ 
satisfactory achievement across the school 
shows the success of the school’s work and 
indicates it has a good capacity for further 
improvement.” 

Improving teaching and learning, raising 
standards through making marking and tar¬ 
get setting more specific, and increasing 
pupils’ engagement in lessons, were identi¬ 
fied by the inspectors as among the areas the 
school could improve. 

Ms Ware was pleased with the report’s 
findings, saying: “I thought it was a very pos¬ 
itive report reflecting where the school is

‘We were hopeful of the outcome because it 
says our self assessment is spot on. 

“I think the most positive parts were the 
quality of teaching, as there were no inade¬ 
quacies, while there were also good things 
said about management and leadership, and 
the behaviour of pupils.” 

‘We need to improve quality of teaching 
and further improve the curriculum. 

“Overall, I think the teamwork was 
absolutely fantastic leading up to the Ofsted 
inspection. It shows how much the school has 
moved on, we’re now pulling together as one 
big team. 

“I’m very confident we can push on. The 
whole report says we’ve got a very good 
capacity to improve further.” 

The school received ‘satisfactory’ ratings in 
achievement and standards; personal devel¬ 
opment and well-being; teaching and learn¬ 
ing; curriculum; care, guidance and support; 
and leadership and management.

Back to school 
with Gervase 


The affable Yorkshireman shares 
some gems from his life in education

DUBBED “the James 
Herriot of schools”, best¬ 
selling author Gervase 
Phinn will be sharing his 
hilarious tales of life in edu¬ 
cation. 

An Evening with Gervase Phinn 
sees the writer, broadcaster and for¬ 
mer school inspector revealing some 
of the most amusing anecdotes from 
his lengthy career. Best known for 
his five autobiographical novels, 
starting with The Other Side of the 
Dale, the affable Yorkshireman is 
bursting with enthusiasm for his 
subject. 

“I started jotting down things 
about children when I started teach¬ 
ing,” he said. “I have about 50 note¬ 
books full of the blunt things they’ve 
said. Once, a child of six looked at me 
and said Tiave you ever thought that 
when I’m 21, you’ll probably be 
dead?’. I’ve always collected these lit¬ 
tle gems.” 

Phinn, 61, started teaching in a 



Rotherham comprehensive and went 
on to teach in state schools for the 
next 15 years, before becoming an 
education adviser and school inspec¬ 
tor. 

His hugely popular novels have 
sold more than 750,000 copies and he 
is now embarking on his seventh the¬ 
atre tour. Working as a freelance lec¬ 
turer, broadcaster and writer, he is 
still involved in education - other 
roles include consultant for the Open 
University, Honorary Fellow at St 
John’s College, York, and the Fellow 
and Visiting Professor of Education 
at the University of Teeside. 

Innocence 

The enormous appeal of his books 
lies, Phinn believes, in the innocence 
of childhood and their gentle 
humour. 

“They are life-affirming stories and 
not offensive,” he said. “I received 
eight or nine letters this morning 
and one was from a woman suffering 
from cancer. She said that my books 
just lifted her spirits. They are all 
about the joys of children, the funny 
and sometimes quite poignant things 
they say.” 

The tour is already proving popu¬ 
lar, reportedly outselling Motorhead 
at one venue. Phinn insisted that 


audiences will not be subjected to a 
lecture about the education system, 
but he does have his concerns. 

“I’m very optimistic about young 
people and I feel sad that when they 
get good results, the papers say 
exams are too easy,” he said. “I don’t 
think that. I’m also sad when teach¬ 
ers get bombarded with paperwork. 
All the league tables and so on, it 
takes them away from what they’re 
trying to do. They should be left alone 
to teach.” 

As a father of four, Phinn believes 
his insight into school life helped him 
to raise happy and well-adjusted 
children. Now living in Japan, China, 
Geneva and Bermuda, his grown-up 
kids make him very proud. 

“We’ve always encouraged them to 
follow a dream and be adventurous,” 
he said. “I’m amazed by them. They 
all went to comprehensives. As a 
teacher, I wanted parents to say to 
me what I said to my children’s head 
teachers - ‘if you have any problems 
with them, contact me immediately 
because they’ll be in twice as much 
trouble at home’.”

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Red Sea: What a dive!

SWAYING precariously on the 
seabed, I kept my mind off what was 
coming up by watching swarms of 
fish dart in and out of the coral. 

Instructor Nikki looked calm and collected as 
she made her way along our line, where we 
were trying to keep our balance and not float 
away or crash face-floor on to the sand. She 
gave my buddy the OK sign, shook his hand 
and turned to face me. 

This was my moment. The swooshing sound 
of bubbles swept through my ears. I took a few 
deep breaths and slowly pulled the mask away 
from my face, grimacing as the sea trickled in, 
past my nose, past my eyes... I shook my head, 
shot to the surface and spluttered. Definitely 
not a natural diver, then! 

We were on an intense five-day course to 
become divers in the enviable surroundings of 
the Red Sea, based at a dive centre in the 
resort of Taba Heights in Egypt’s Sinai Penin¬ 
sula, with views stretching across the water to 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan. 

The PADI Open Water Course is carefully 
designed to take wannabe divers through the 
basics of scuba diving with the aim of being 
able to dive without an instructor to the depth 
of 18 metres. 

It involves quite a bit of time in the class¬ 
room, leaving me some days gazing longingly 
out of the window at the sunny beach. There

are tests and then a final exam, as well as a 
series of practical ‘skills’ to perform under¬ 
water in front of the instructor. It sounds rigor¬ 
ous - and it is. 

The course was necessarily intense, but the 
feeling of accomplishment at the end overrides 
any annoyance about hours missed out on 
topping up your tan. 

Of course, The Red Sea is a beautiful place 


to start diving, with more than 1,100 species 
of fish and some 1,000 miles of coral reef to 
explore. 

There are plenty of dive centres along the 
Egyptian coast from which to choose, but Taba 
Heights has a five-star centre that caters for 
all ages in a secluded location. 

The resort itself is aimed at people who want 
to enjoy Egypt in luxurious surroundings. Each 
of the five-star hotels lining the coast is gated 
and small buses taking people around the area 
are constantly checked by security staff. 

The white sandy beaches are dotted with 
tasteful sun loungers and, unlike Sharm El 
Sheikh, the area is unspoiled by high-rise 
buildings and noise. 

Visitors to the carefully-created resort could 
easily take a day tom- or two to nearby Mount 
Sinai or St Catherine’s Monastery - but most 
tend not to. The hotels are so opulent and the 
staff so eager to please that a dive trip is 
enough of an adventure for one holiday. 

Of course, one sport isn’t enough for everyone - 
and the boys in our group took to the golf course. 

The 18-hole championship course looks a lit¬ 
tle like it would in a flashy computer game - all 
breathtaking red mountain ranges, stunning 
flat greens and wide blue ocean. Quad-biking is 
also on offer for adventurous sorts. 

This isn’t real Egypt, and doesn’t really pre¬ 
tend to be. For that, you need to spend a few days 
in Cairo or Alexandria. But if you want a relax¬ 
ing, sumptuous break that virtually guarantees 
good weather, then Taba Heights is definitely 
worth a visit. It probably won’t be your last.

New homes are 
the greener option 

RECYCLING is the word on everyone’s 
lips, except, it seems, in new houses, where 
builders insist buying a new property can 
be a better investment than purchasing 
and renovating an older building. 

A recent survey by Redrow Homes, 
which builds new houses, also 
uncovered the fact that newer homes 
tend to be more environmentally 
friendly, especially heating efficiency. 

The study indicated that the hidden 
costs of refurbishing an old house could 
leave buyers up to £20,000 out of pocket 
when it comes to paying off unforeseen 
improvements which are necessary for it 
to be habitable. 

Another finding was that buying an 
older home can prove more problematic 
and involve more hassle than a new 
property. This is because of such things 
as surveyors’ reports, the history of a 
particular building and the need to 
bring it up to what is currently seen as 
environmentally acceptable levels. 

The survey comes at a time when 
Conservative leader David Cameron has 
backed moves to ensure all property 
developers ensure new homes are built 
to eco-friendly specifications. 

South East stung 
with Stamp Duty 

THE average stamp duty bill for newly- 
built property buyers in Kent is five 
times higher than that in the north of 
the UK. 

The latest SmartNewHomes.com 
property price index, which analyses the 
current average price of a new home, 
studied data from across Britain to come 
up with its findings. 

The South East came substantially 
ahead when it came to stamp duty. 

“New home buyers in the South East 
are being penalised for living in the 
most expensive parts of the UK,” said 
David Bexon, managing director of 
SmartNewHomes. 

“Recent figures have highlighted that 
the stamp duty bill for the average first- 
time buyer in the UK in 2007 was 
£1,751, 82 per cent more than that paid 
in 2002.” 

The research also finds the average 
first-time buyer in the South East is now 
liable to pay £8,000 in stamp duty. 

This, coupled with all other associated 
home-buying costs, is making property 
unattainable for vulnerable groups, it 
concluded.

Kent set to ride out 
property price slump 


A PREDICTION that house prices 
could fall by a fifth in parts of the 
UK should leave Kent largely 
unaffected. 

Thanks to the county’s location and improved 
road and rail links, Kent looks set to ride out 
the worst of any slump in property prices. 

The gloomy forecast into the future of the 
housing market was issued by one of the 
world’s leading financial institutions. 

A senior economist at investment bank 
Morgan Stanley is predicting that UK house 
prices could fall by up to 20 per cent over the 
next two years. 

Professor David Miles based his forecast on 
figures provided by brokers Tradition Group 
and admitted it was a worst-case scenario, 
describing the forecast as “at the pessimistic 
end of the spectrum”. 

However, he does not view such a fall as 
catastrophic because there will be “as many

gainers as losers”. He believes the winners 
will be first-time buyers and those on 
lower salaries who will finally be able to afford 
to buy. 

The average UK house price currently 
stands at about £200,000, but could fall to 
£160,000 by the end of 2009 if Professor Miles 
is correct. 

At the beginning of the year, the Financial 
Services Authority warned that up to one 
million homeowners could be at risk of 
mortgage arrears and ultimately repossession. 

But Kent should suffer less than the rest of 
the UK as improvements in infrastructure 
and the attractive prospect of living in the 
county cushion the possible fall. 

The high-speed rail link should also prove a 
factor as parts of the county become far more 
accessible from the City of London than 


traditional high-property value areas such as 
Richmond and Dulwich Village. 

The Halifax reported the Medway towns 
were likely to record significant house price 
increases as demand was boosted by the 
planned opening of high-speed commuter 
services from central London to north and east 
Kent in late 2009. 

Dartford and the surrounding area will also 
see a boost to its property market as a result 
of the recent opening of Ebbsfleet 
International railway station. 

From December 2009, it will also have high¬ 
speed domestic services, with a 15-minute 
journey time to St Pancras. 

It concluded: “Kent generally is likely to 
outperform the South East average, partly due 
to infrastructure improvements. 

“Seaside towns in the county are also 
relatively affordable, which will tend to 
stimulate demand from the growing number 
of people looking to live near the coast.”

on most models.

ALISTAIR Darling's latest budget may have driven down secondhand values for big 4x4s, but it has probably firmed up prices on smaller 
'rough and tough' drives. The fact is many people who bought into the rugged 4x4 look originally, have found they also value the extra 
grip and higher driving position even if they don't tend to go off-road. Now road tax and fuel prices have probably put their next 
purchase out of reach, they would do well to check out the three cheaper and smaller alternatives suggested here.

MAYBE not quite the typical 'butch' 4x4, but the Panda makes a 
surprisingly tough little customer for urban and rural users, thanks to 
under body protection and greater ride height. Despite Fiat's past 
reputation for poor reliability, the Panda has also proved itself as 
dependable as it is practical thanks to the boxy yet stylish five-door 
city car body. In sharp contradiction to the 'gas guzzling' image of 

4x4s the Fiat's 1.2 petrol engine should average more than 40mpg too. 

PRETTY it ain't, but the Jimny has long been pretty much the 
cheapest 'proper' off-roader on the UK market. If you really do need 
cut-price 4x4 clout in challenging conditions then this is the car. 

However, that ability brings penalties; the Jimny is rather bouncy, 
primitive and crude on-road so it is not a 4x4 to buy for image¬ 
conscious town dwellers, but the car is frugal, cheap to run and 
prices are sensible for a reliable and durable little 4x4. 

THIS was the car that launched the compact 4x4 sector and is 
almost a sub-brand on its own for Toyota. The bad news is that RAVs 
hold their value well, especially in diesel form, but they do go on for 
years so there should be a decent affordable 'GTi 4x4' out there for 
most buyers although diesel power did not appear until the second 
generation. On-road grip and handling is everything, though this 
means the off-road ability is modest.

Cut down the stress 
and save money too 

BUSINESS watchdog Acas is urging 
companies to reduce absenteeism by en¬ 
suring employees are healthy at work. 

Recent research indicated that 
307,000 people in the South East suf¬ 
fered from an illness they believed was 
caused or made worse by their work. 

Other studies discovered that three 
out of every 10 employees experienced 
mental health problems and it is esti¬ 
mated stress-related sick leave costs UK 
businesses £370 million a year or the 
equivalent of 91 million working days. 

The agency added that mangers need 
to be aware of health issues, especially 
those affecting mental well-being. 

Paul Beard, director of Acas for the 
South East, said: “Creating a healthy 
workplace has strong benefits for indi¬ 
viduals and organisations. 

“This guide will help businesses en¬ 
sure measures are taken to look after 
employees, which in turn will boost pro¬ 
ductivity and effectiveness. 

“If businesses can take steps to man¬ 
age ill-health, then they will save money 
and have happier employees.” 

Certificate is needed 
to prove competence 

A DEADLINE is approaching for busi¬ 
nesses across the county to be able to 
display a certificate of competence when 
it comes to transporting animals. 

If they are unable to do so, a £500 fine 
or six months’ imprisonment can be 
imposed. The regulations come into ef¬ 
fect from the end of April. 

With its large farming community, 
Kent is particularly affected by the new 
regulations, which are part of the Europ¬ 
ean Council’s regulations covering ani¬ 
mals transported “for economic gain”. 

Environmental accreditation body 
Lantra has developed a qualification 
which covers the act. 

“We have seen a good uptake in candi¬ 
dates undertaking the assessments; 
however, it is important businesses and 
individuals don’t leave it to the last 
minute to enquire about these qualifica¬ 
tions,” said Lantra’s managing director 
Wayne Grills.

Defending the 
ethics of trade 


AN ETHICAL code to 
ensure “a high set of val¬ 
ues” for Britain’s defence 
industry, including 
Rochester-based BAE 
Systems, is being pro¬ 
posed by trade minister 
Lord Digby Jones. 

Lord Jones’s department is tak¬ 
ing over the role of promoting 
arms exports and says a new eth¬ 
ical code is necessary to restore 
faith in an industry which has 
suffered allegations of corruption. 

From April 1, UK Trade and 
Investment - part of the 
Department for Business and 
Enterprise - took over arms sales 
promotion from the Ministry of 
Defence. 

The move was controversial as 
it involved scrapping the MOD’s 
own export agency, which was 
championed by industry heavy¬ 
weights including BAE chief exec¬ 
utive Mike Turner. 

BAE bosses said they were 
aware of the move, but it was still 
in its early stages. 

But a spokeswoman said: ‘We 
are committed to operating at the 
highest possible level, so would 
fully support any move to ensure 
this is done so across the indus¬ 
try.” 

A new agency has been formed 
under the departmental umbrella 
to conduct the work. Called the 
Defence and Security Organ¬ 
isation, it can tap into its parent

organisation’s contacts - which 
could prove a bonanza for UK 
exports and jobs within the indus¬ 
try. 

According to bosses, the old 
group had presentation in about 
20 companies - as opposed to the 
130 which can now be reached. 

But part of the shake-up is the 
introduction of a new ethical code. 

Lord Jones said: “I want a trans¬ 
parent code of conduct that people 
can look at, check and mark off 
against.” 

He added the code would be 
“a set of values about how we sell 
defence equipment around the 
world”. 

The minister added he hoped 
more people would be attracted to 
work in the business. 

“I want kids to understand that 
defence manufacturing as a sector 
is something they should build a 
career in. 

“No kid is going to go in there if 
they think this Government does 
not approve of it or like it. 

“If we stop making [defence 
equipment] you are not going to 
stop the French and Russians and 
everybody else making the stuff, 
so you are not going to make the 
world a safer place. 

“In fact, if anything, you are 
going to take out of the game a 
player that has a code of conduct 
and a very high level of trans¬ 
parency.”
